Malcolm Forbes Is Dead at 70 of a Heart Attack

Forbes, 70, the owner and publish- 
er of Forbes magazine and a flam- 
boyant millionaire whose enthusi- 
astic pursuits included yachting, 
motorcycling and ballooning, died 
Saturday of a heart attack at his 
home, Timberfield, in Far Hills, 
New Jersey.
